I closely linked to her agricultural 
economy—the first session of the 
One-House Legislation sat longer 
' than two house-s had ever sat be¬ 
fore. And this year’s session was 
still longer, trying the patience 
of the Governor (just as Mr. 
Olson’s patience apparently was 
tried in California) and causing 
him to denounce the lawmakers 
for their “do nothing” attitude 
(just ts Mr. Olson denounced our 
legislators). In other words, Ne¬ 
braska changed her form of gov¬ 
ernment without changing her 
government. 

In California, a One-House 
Legislature, in all probability, 
would be a labor Legislature — 
with labor leaders placed in a po¬ 
sition to dictate to unorgan|^U 
workers, employers, farmers, 
ness. Industry and the proresl 
sions. And California can’t afford 
to have a Legislature dominated 
by any one class, whether that 
class be organized workers, busi¬ 
ness or agriculture. The Legisla¬ 
ture, insofar as possible, should 
represent the people of California 
—all the people! 

There are many other reasons 
for urban opposition to the plan, 
as well as rural opposition. But 
the basic reason ts simply this: 
California is the No. 1 Farm State 
of the nation. It is also rapidly 
becoming one of the nation’s great 
industrial states. It has a popula¬ 
tion made up of producers, pro- 
ces.sors, manufacturers, shippers, 
wholesalers, retailers, clerks, 
stenographers, skilled* artisans, 
lawyers, doctors, teachers, preach¬ 
ers, moving picture producers, 
writers, artists, inventors, scien- 
tiata--in short, a population with 
diverse interests and diverse prob¬ 
lems. ~

REGISTER NOW 


It’s a $700,000 investment in 
democracy that California Is 
making in holding a special 
election on the ham-and-eggs 
plan November 7. 

That's a conservative esti¬ 
mate of the cost of the elec¬ 
tion which is being held so 
that you and 3,5000,000 other 
eligible voters may ratify or 
veto one of the most ambitious 
plans the nation has yet seen 
for setting aside a special cache 
of riches for the aged. 

Whatever the result, eveiy- 
one is a shareholder in that 
$700,000 investment and should 
participate in it. Make certain 
that you are eligible to do so. 
Voters who did not cast a bal¬ 
lot at either the primary elec¬ 
tion last August or at the Gen¬ 
eral Election in November, or 
who have moved to another dis¬ 
trict since then, are not eligible 
to vote this November imless 
they register by September 28. 
If you fall in this classiflcatior, 
wise foresight advises, “Regis¬ 
ter now!” 

To the familiar shrug, and 
indifferent remark of many 
people, “Why should I bother? 
What possible difference can 
one vote make?” history Itself 
provides eloquent answer. A 
single vote, more than once, 
has turned the tide of great 
events. 

It was one vote that elected 
Cromwell lord protector of 
England and sent Charles I to 
the scaffold, breaking for good, 
the power monarchy in Britain. 

It was one vote 


resulted in prolonged deadlocks, 
as one group pitted its strength 
against another and grudgingly 
yielded to compromise only when 
compromise became the only so¬ 
lution. But in the final analysis, 
it makes for the "give and Uke. 
live and let live” policies in gov¬ 
ernment that are essential in a 
State with big producing areas, 
concerned with the problems of 
production and marketing, and 
big metropolitan districts, which 
live by processing, manufacturing 
shipping and merchandising. 

Of interest to rural areas in 
connection with current discus¬ 
sions of the unicameral plan is the 
fact that strong opposition has 
sprung up against the propopal 
both la Los Angeles and in San 
Francisco which, theoretically at 
least, would seem to be in line 
for special benefits If the cities 
came into power. 

The reasons for this city-oppo¬ 
sition to a city-legislature are of 
vital significance. They inclule 
the following: 

In Nebraska, where the plan 
has been adopted- and where it 
should have a far greater chance 
of success than in California, in¬ 
asmuch as that State is pre- 


are all entitled to 
their voice in the making of the 
laws by which they must live. 
And they have a much better op¬ 
portunity to get fair play and fair 
consideration under the present 
set-up than they could possibly 
have under a city-labor Opet 
House Legislature.

Under Its Budget 

Continuod from Page One 
called for. 

Budget allowances were shaved 
in city hall office and administra¬ 
tion ,the city engineer’s office, 
street cleaning department and 
water department The city clerk 
held expenses of his office 1418 
below the budget estimate. 

Despite a heavy Increase in 
consumption, which In the face 
of favorable gravity water supply 
and high well levels, caused 
pumping power bills to Increase, 
tlie water department accomp¬ 
lished savings, deducting capital 
expenditures budgeted but not 
made of $6653. The department 
was operated $4632 under Its 
budget. Gross income of the de¬ 
partment increased over the pre¬ 
vious year by $4716.. Materials 
and equimpent allowances were 
shaded through establishment of a 
purchatsing department without 
additional salary outlay. 

The fire department saved $306 
under budget estimates, though 
bringing the department to a level 
where underwriters grainted busi¬ 
ness property a substaintlal reduc¬ 
tion in In-surance rates. 

The police budget exceeded esti¬ 
mates by $219, because of Increased 
service auid purchase of new 
equipment. 

An additional $4000, not shown 
on the financial statement, was 
received from the State after ne¬ 
gotiations between members of 
the Council and State Assembly- 
man Knight, to be used as spon¬ 
sor’s contribution towards con¬ 
struction of a reinforced concrete 
bridge now under way on East 
Grand View avenue. The WPA Is 
contributing $12 608 towards this 
project. 

Also shown as adding to the 
city’s protection, is reconstruction 
of the Sierra Madre Canyon flood 
control channel, many of the 
added safeguards of which were 
worked out without cost to the 
city between the Council and 
flood control district engineers and 
the county supervisors. 

The detailed financial report 
of City Clerk Pratt appears on 
page two of this Issue of The 
Newe.

a court of competent jurisdiction, 
the Superior Court, an order 
might ba obatined authorising the 
sale of the site and the applica¬ 
tion of the returns from that sale 
to the purchase of another site 
suitable for library purposes. 

The library association main¬ 
tained its control of the library 
property and leased the same to 
the city for one dollar a year, the 
city to maintain the property and 
furnish public library service to 
the community. 

In 1936 when the original in¬ 
corporation of the Sierra Madre 
Library Association was about to 
expire, the Sierra Madre Library 
Corporation was incorporated un¬ 
der California law, to protect the 
property and to transmit this 
holding, in trust for the citizens 
of this community. 

It is therefore believed that 
the Sierra Madre Public Library 
should remain at its present loca¬ 
tion. However, .should the growth 
and development of the com¬ 
munity so alter present conditions 
that the site of the library should 
become unsulted to such use, there 
remains a way by which the pres¬ 
ent site may be sold and the re¬ 
turn from that sale used to pur- 
cha.oe a site more suitable for the 
purpose of a public library. 

It it my suggestion, therefore, 
that in planning a new building to 
house the Sierra Madre Public 
Library, a most careful and 
complete study be made of the 
pre.sent site, as a suitable loca¬ 
tion for the new structure. 'The 
needs of the library for a modem 
and efficient plant are great in¬ 
deed, but the present property Is 
particularly fitted to serve as a 
site for such purpose.
